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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to show or teach a method of providing a vehicle monitoring system for 
ensuring accurate vehicle distance travel data comprising the step of recording vehicle 
odometer data in a wireless communication device, receiving vehicle velocity data 
signals from a remote satellite system, measuring vehicle velocity after a duration of 
vehicle operation at a substantially stable speed, calculating a velocity differences 
between a vehicle velocity measured on-board and a vehicle as determined from a data 
signals received from a remote satellite system and communicating any conditions 
whereby an absolute value of a velocity difference is greater than an allowable 
tolerance and communicating any conditions whereby an absolute value of a velocity 
difference is greater than an allowable tolerance comprising the step of validating 
vehicle odometer data during periods of allowance tolerance whereby vehicle odometer 
data is transmitted by a satellite communication device to a vehicle fleet office. Kohli et 
al. (6,018,704) discloses the method of operating a GPS receiver as an odometer in a 
vehicle traveling along a route deriving along track position information related to the 
position of the vehicle along the route, but fails to disclose measuring vehicle velocity 
data signals from a remote satellite system measuring vehicle velocity after a duration 
of vehicle operation at a substantially stable speed and calculating a vehicle difference 
between a vehicle velocity measured on-board and a vehicle velocity as determined 
from data signals. Shipper et al. (5,987,378) discloses a system for monitoring location 
and speed of a vehicle using a location determination system such as GPS and optional 
odometer or speedometer for determining and recording the location and times, but 
records these times during a vehicle arrest event. 
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Therefore, in light of the novel disclosure provided for by the present invention, the 
present claims have been deemed as patentable over prior art relating to
